ing majority of their subjects; aod 
they could persecute 2 physically 
powerless minority without limit. 

The Hunger Sirike is the practical

“yather than submit to 3 é 
pomishmeat. A prudent Government 

" will therefore be very careful how 
it decrees, any punishment, because 
in the event of its victim hunger 
striking; it will be forced either’ to 
reduce itself and the law generally 
‘to absurdity by an unconditional sur- 
render, or else 0 througt. with it 
and become responsible.to.the public 

. eonscience for the-victim’s death. 

If the victim is a criminal who has 
frcurred the punishment by some act | 
which, has excited general ‘abhor! 
rence or even strong reprobation, 
Government may safely go through 
with “it. But this, case, does not! 
‘arise in practice. Scoundrels do not 
banger strike, nor do ruffans, though 
the latter may in rare cases resist 
capture 
When this happens the general verdict’ 
js “a gocd riddance"; and this would 
also follow a hung-r strike’ to the 
death by an ordinary ‘criminal: 
Ordinary criminals know this very 
well, and therefore, having to choose 
between a pericd of imprisonment

INTEREST TO BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


— 


.At thé present time, when British 
shipping, is stilt only in process ‘of 
recovering from the losses sustained 
during the war, the eiforts-of the 
United States: kegislature to foster 
the developnrent of American ship- 
ping may. Well have the attention of 
those interested.in British shipping 
and British industry.. The most 
recent expression of that policy is to 
be found in the Merchant Marine 
Act, 1920, which is popularly known 
as the Jones Act, from the nate of 
the father of the Bill, Senator Jones. 

This Act, which was formally ap- 
proved by the‘President as recently 
as June 5,.1920, commences. with 2 
declaration that it is the policy of the’ 
United States to do whatever may 
be necessary to develop and ‘encour- 
age the maintenance of a merchant 
marire of its own, of the best eqaip-' 
ped and most suitable types of vessels 
sufficient to carry the greater portion 
of its commerce and serve as anaval 
or military auxiliary in time of war 
or natfonal emergency, and it enjoins 


the United States Shipping Board |. 


always to keep this in view as the 


Drimary, end to be attained. The} 


Board was constituted under,an ear- 
lier Statute, the Shipping Act of 1916, 


primarily for the purpose, of creating t.. 


a fleet of auxiliary vessels for use in 
the war, but its constitution and 
daties are greatly expanded by the 


“I new Act. 


Ta 1917 the Board took over the 
German ‘ships in the United States; 
harbours, and “by Section 4 of the | 
new Act: all--vessels acquired by the} 
President under certain war legisla- 
tion are transferred to the Boar | 
except vessels in the military and! 
naval service. It may therefore be 
assumed that the Board are already 
owners of a large fleet of merchant 
vessels. It is not, however, within 


that they should act permanently as 
shipowners, so they are directed to 
sell their vessels as soon as may be 
practicable and consistent with good 
business methods. qv? 
The sales ordered by the Act are, 
it is important to note, to be made 
to persons who are citizens of the’ 
United States ; and in order to facili- 
tate such transactions, the payment 
of the purchase price and interest 
may be deferred fora period not ex- 
ceeding fifteen years. Sales may be 
made to aliens only of such vessels 


;|as the Bard deem unnecessary to 


fhe promotion and maintenance of |” 
an vefficient American merchant 
marine, and .only where the Board 
have failed, after diligent effort, to 
sell the vessels to citizens af the 
United States.. In these cases pay: 
ment of the price is not to be deferred 
beyond ten years, | 

_The Board are also directed to 
investigate and determine, both 
now and from time: to . time 
in future, what steamship’ ‘lines 
should be established from ports 
in. the United. States ‘or ‘their 
possessions for the promotion and 
development of the foreign and coast- 
wise trade of the United States and |! 
an adequate postal service, and to 
determine the size, type, speed, &c,, 
of the vw required and the 
frequency of’their sailings. 

In connection with the building of 
new ships there is an impertant}, 
enactment in Section 11 to the effect 
that during the period of five years 
from-the commencement Of the Act 
the Board may set aside annually 
out of the receipts from its sales and 
Operations, a sum not’ exceeding 
$25,000,000 as a -“ construction loan 
fund,” to be used in aid of the construc- 
tion, in private shipyards in the United 
States, of ‘vessels for the steamship 
lines deemed desirable and necessary, 
by the Board.
